SWEET CLOVER 

Sweet Clover Provides the Quickest and Cheapest Way to Improve Poor Land 

Sweet Clover is valuable for hay, pasture and plowing under. When cutting Sweet Clover for hay it should be cut 
from 6 to S inclies above ground in order to produce another crop of hay, pasture or seed. Sweet Clover may be seeded 
ill the spring, summer or fall. It may be sown eitlier with some kind of small grain, such as oats, barley or buck- 
wheat, or alone. Liming the ground and inoculating the seed will aid greatly in securing a good, even stand. 

White Blossom Sweet Clover 

(MelUotus ,;iJba — Biennial) 

This variety is the one most generally used. It is a very rank grower, wliich makes 
it especially valuable for plowing under as a green manure crop. Dobti in Ohio 
wliere they have heavy, stiff clay soil commonly called "gumbo," they often sow 
White Blossom Sweet Clover Seed in the summer or fall. The following August this 
is disked up with a tractor when the Sweet Clover is six to ten feet tall. The field 
is then drilled to wheat and yields of forty to fifty bushels per acre are obtained.

'When used as a pasture crop, stock should be turned in on it while young as at this 
stage it is very palatable. It makes the best kind of pasture for dairy cows and for 
fattening cattle. It fits into rotations like Red Clover. If wanted for permanent 
pa.sture the seed should be sown two siiccessive years and each year the last crop 
should be allowed to reseed itself. 

Yellow Blossom Sweet Clover 

(Meliiotus Olficinalis — Biennial) 

The Yellow Blossom type is very similar to that of the White Blossom, but it is 
not nearly so valuable as a nitrogen or humus builder and is more especially adapted 
as a liay or pasture. 

In late years, this type has been meeting with great favor as a hay and pasture 
crop. The plant is more palatable to livestock as it contains less cumarin and does 
not have so bitter a taste. It is not a rank grower; more on the order of alfalfa. 
For those who wish to use Sweet Clover for pasture, hay and bee purposes, we would 
advise the use of the Yellow Blossom type. It will give you very satisfactory results. 

Grundy County Sw^eet Clover

A FEW SUGGESTION'S ABOUT 
SOWING, ETC.— We give here a few 
general rules which will be helpful to 
beginners. The soil best suited to flow- 
ers is a light, rich loam, which should 
he as fine and smooth as possible. Should the soil be heavy, 
mix with sand to lighten it. Sow the seed either broadcast 
or in rows, and cover in proportion to the size of seeds — a 
good general rule is to cover two or three times the size of 
the seed — and press the soil firmly. 
Small seeds cannot come up if covered deep. Water with a 
fine spray and do not allow the 
soil to dry out. Sow annuals 
early in the spring. Some sorts 
should be started in the house 
early in seed boxes, earthenware 
pans or flower pots. When three 
or four leaves have formed, trans- 
plant to similar boxes one inch 
apart, or in the open ground if 
warm enough.
